The tru st which has bee i placed in y ou r hands 
receiv es that conscientiou s thou ght and care 
which challenges the confidence and admiration 
of all interested people. After all, men in posi­ 
tion are simply in place. 
Men who place them- 
selv ea in harmony with great principles are in 
power, and it strengthens the hands of all of 
the parents and all those who agree with the 
principles which y ou are enu nciating to k now 
that y ou boldly and cou rteou sly made y ou r pro­ 
test. althou gh fo r the moment it was fu tile.

Men hav e been think ing abou t politics for u n­ 
k nown ages. 
They hav e been writing abou t if at 
least ev er since Aristotle. 
Machiav elli made some 
not u nimportant contribu tions to the discu ssion, a 
contribu tion that did not tak e info consideration 
the "Golden Ru le.” 
W hether politics can 
be a 
science, is still dispu ted. 
That it is an art Is w ith­ 
ou t qu estion. 
The a rt of politics has been prac­ 
ticed by ex perts and by ty ros, and both hav e as 
frequ ently failed—which perhaps goes to show that 
it is capable of being a science, ev en thou gh it is 
not. 
Certainly the art of dealing with one's fellows, 
whether In a neighborhood, or a state, is capable of 
wisdom, ev en If not of ru les. 
We are interested, in this connection, with the 
promu lgation of ru les for the gu idance of those 
who wou ld ride horses, or driv e them. 
“Hands” 
form a chapter in all su ch consideration. 
Some 
riders are bora with "good hands,” some achiev e 
them. 
Some fail altogether in getting into su ch 
tou ch with the horse that the horse is willing and 
able to do his best to win a race. 
A little book , 
the “Manu al of Equ itation of the French Army for 
19 21,” contains a remark ably brief and forcefu l sec­ 
tion dev oted to hands, a portion of which is: 
“The qu alities of a good hand are steadiness, light­ 
ness, softness, firmness. 
To hav e a steady hand does not mean that the 
hand shall remain immov able; 
it shou ld, on the 
contrary , mov e u p, down, to the right, and left, ac­ 
cording to need, bu t in the ex ecu tion of this It 
shou ld be free from all inv olu ntary or u seless mo­ 
tion. 
“This qu ality Is the first to be sou ght, and the 
most im portant of all; withou t it, the others will 
scarcely be present. 
“A light hand maintains the merest contact with 
the horse's mou th. 
“A soft hand giv es su pport. 
“A firm hand giv es a frank , decided bearing. 
“The hand shou ld k now how to resist au thorita­ 
tiv ely when necessary , bu t shou ld giv e way as soon 
as the resistance disappears and shou ld retu rn to 
the softness which is alway s the u nion between 
lightness and firmness.” 
In politics, we are all riders, all ridden, a t the 
same time. 
We m u st lead, and gu ide. 
We may 
get some added sk ill from these su ggestions of the 
way of a man with a horse.

Edu cational leadership is stu dy ­ 
ing it in terms of a sou nd policy 
of edu cation. 
Politician and professor are both 
wondering whether or 
not 
too 
many stu dents are going to col­ 
lege. 
As I hav e su ggested before in 
these articles, I do not think too 
many stu dents are going to col­ 
lege, bu t I do su spect that there 
a rr thou sands in ou r colleges who 
hav e 
no 
bu siness 
being 
there 
while there are other thou sands 
who are not in ou r colleges who 
shou ld be there. 
Who shou ld go to college is one 
of the fu ndamental qu estions of 
ou r generation becau se more de­ 
pends u pon its right answer than 
ju st bu dgetary gu idance to legis­ 
latu res and school boards. 
The 
fu tu re qu ality of ou r social order 
depends 
u pon ou r 
finding 
the 
right answ er to it. 
There is no pat and perfect an­ 
swer that can y et he giv en to the 
qu estion: Who shou ld go to col­ 
lege? 
We are still pioneering In the 
inv ention 
and 
perfection of 
in­ 


stru m ents of 
m easu rem ent 
and 
ju dgm ent that will enable u s to 
determine the particu lar sort of 
training a particu lar sort of stu ­ 
dent needs. 
It was only abou t day before 
y esterday , 
historically 
speak ing, 
that we began to dev ise instru ­ 
ments for the m easu rem ent and 
analy sis of the natu re and needs 
of 
the indiv idu al 
stu dent 
other 
than the old fashioned grade card 
and the more or 
less 
off-hand 
ju dgment of the teacher based on 
his day -to-day impressions. 
Modern psy chological 
research 
la. howev er, giv ing u s ju st su ch 
instru ments, instru m ents that are 
enabling u s to obtain real insight 
into and a real measu rem ent of 
the 
particu lar 
capacities, 
apti­ 
tu des, and interests of stu dents. 
These instru m ents are enabling 
u s to fit the school to the child 
In place of fitting the child to the 
school. 
And I v entu re the pre 
diction that the tim e will come 
when these new' instru m ents of 
testing and gu iding stu dents will 
enable u s to adm it stu dents to 
ou r schools, colleges, and u niv er­ 
sities on the basis of their capaci­ 
ties instead of their credits. 
Not u ntil this happens will the 
edu cational 
rev olu tion, 
foreshad­ 
owed by these new Instru m ents of 
test and measu rement, 
be com­ 
pleted!

sign he stops doing the work , lik e 
an intelligent creatu re. 
Children who work intensely all 
day rarely need homework . 
A bit 
of reading, perhaps, to afford oc­ 
cu pation and pastime, bu t no more, 
u nless the pu pil Is in the higher 
grade. 
Then his homework is as­ 
signed with care and has direct 
application 
to

done in the classroom nex t day 
when the reeu ts of his own effort 
are clear to him. 
Children in lower grades rarely 
need 
homework . 
In 
the

grades, from the fifth throu gh the 
sev enth, we need homework , bu t 
no more than can be done easily

steady 
work . 
Forty -fiv e minu tes is better. 
No 
new work shou ld be assigned for 
home stu dy . 
A 
limited amou nt 
of 
handwriting. 
No 
writing of 
words 50 times. 
In short, a little 
discretion mu st be u sed In these 
assignments. 
If the requ ired work 
bears close relation to the child’s 
progress in school it will be safe.

BATTLE OF ARRAS 
On April 23. 19 17, the Battle 
of 
Arras, which was begu n on April 9 , 
entered its second phase. 
On this day English, Welsh and 
Scottish troops made fresh assau lts 
u pon the German line east of A r­ 
ras. The Germans were prepared 
to meet the attack and had firmly 
entrenched themselv es 
with 
new 
batteries and machine gu ns. 
German snipers had been placed 
all abou t in shell holes with orders 
to pick off th© British officers and 
men as soon as the attack started. 
After a stu bborn resistance by the 
enemy the allied force made some 
progress. As Philip Gibbs, war cor­ 
respondent on the scene, described 
it: 
“It was only to be ex pected tha t 
this second phase of the B attle of 
A rras shou ld be ex tremely hard. 
For the British it Is a battle to the 
death. Fighting is in progress a t all 
points attained by the troops, and 
there is the ebb and flow of m en—
